SUMMARY. AGENDA (REF A) CONSISTED CHIEFLY OF STATUS REPORTS 
ON MAINTENANCE OF SOFTWARE, ON STAFFING OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
STAFF AIR DEFENSE SYSTEMS DIRECTORATE, AND ON PROGRESS IN 
THE WORKING GROUPS ON NADEEC PROCEDURES AND ON MERGING EARLY 
WARNING AND NADGE BUDGETS. COMMITTEE ALSO RECEIVED BRIEFING 
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ON POSSIBLE INTRODUCTION OF WACS INTO THE NATO AIR DEFENSE 
SYSTEM. IN REVIEWING MATTERS OUTSTANDING FROM LAST MEETING 
(ITEM 2), CHAIRMAN NOTED LACK OF PROGRESS AND NEED FOR MORE 
ATTENTION TO THOSE ITEMS. CHAIRMAN INTRODUCED IDEA OF OFF- 
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RECORD DISCUSSION OF KNOTTIER PROBLEMS TO ENCOURAGE FRANK 
INTERCHANGE OF IDEAS, THEN APPLIED PROCEDURE TO ITEM 7, 

EARLY WARNING RADARS-LONG TERM REPLACEMENT REQUIREMENTS. 
ITEM 3, AIR DEFENSE PHILOSOPHY PERTAINING TO THE SOTHERN 
REGION, WAS WITHDRAWN FROM AGENDA, AND ITEM 4, NADGE SYSTEM- 
OVERALL EFFECTIVENESS MONITORING, WAS POSTPONED UNTIL 
SEPTEMBER 1975 MEETING. ITEM NUMBERS REFER TO AGENDA 
(REF A). FRANCE, GREECE, AND TURKEY PARTICIPATED FULLY IN 
THIS MEETING. END SUMMARY. 

1. IN ABSENCE DESIGNATED REPLACEMENT FOR BG DAVID RIPPETOE 
AS US MEMBER TO NADEEC, MR. THURSTON PAUL (USNATO) ACTED AS 
PROTEM REPRESENTATIVE AT THIS MEETING. 

2. ITEM 2, MATTERS ARISING FROM THE TENTH MEETING. CHAIR- 
MAN REVIEWED FROM REF B SEVERAL ITEMS REQUIRING FOLLOW-UP 
ACTION. THE MOST IMPORTANT ITEMS DISCUSSED ARE LISTED BELOW: 

A. PARA 6, REF B. AGING OF EARLY WARNING EQUIPMENT. 

SHAPE HAS INCLUDED REFURBISHMENT PROGRAM IN INFRASTRUCUTRE 
SLICE XXVI AND IS ABOUT TO SUBMIT TYPE B COST ESTIMATE. 

B. PARA 7. REF B, TECHNICAL POSTS IN THE SOTHERN 
REGION. AT MAY 1974 MEETING, NADEEC CONSIDERED SHAPE 
REQUEST TO ESTABLISH THREE POSTS TO PROVIDE TECHNICAL 
SERVICES FOR EARLY WARNING/NADGE STATIONS IN THE SOUTHERN 
REGION. SUBIECT TO RESERVATION BY BELGIUM, IT AGREED TO 
SUPPORT THE SHAPE PROPOSAL. AT THE OCTOBER 1974 MEETING, 
BELGIUM LIFTED ITS RESERVATION; HOWEVER, THE MILITARY BUDGET 
COMMITTEE (MBC) HAS REFUSED TO APPROVE THESE ADDITIONAL 
POSTS (RESERVATIONS BY BELGIUM AND FRANCE). NADEEC CHAIRMAN 
EXPRESSED PERSONAL VIEW THAT MBC SHOULD NOT DENY ACTION TO 
MEET MILITARY REQUIREMENT WHEN PROPOSAL IS WITHIN BUDGET AND 
MANPOWER CEILINGS APPROVED FOR SYSTEM OPERATIONS AND 
MAINTENANCE (O&M). HE WILL WRITE MBC URGING APPROVAL OF 
SHAPE'S REQUEST. 
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C. PARA 15, REF B. MPR-GRADE PROJECT. SHAPE REPORTED 

THAT HIGHEST PRIORITY INSTALLATIONS ARE INCLUDED IN INFRA- 
STRUCTURE SLICE XXVI. 

D. PARA 20, REF B, DRAFT ANNUAL NADEEC REPORT TO NAC 

FOR 1974. CHAIRMAN REPORTED THAT HE HAS FORWARDED AGREED 
REPORT TO THE NORTH ATLANTIC COUNCIL (NAC). AND THAT IT 
WILL APPEAR ONNAC AGENDA EARLY IN SEPTEMBER 1975. 

E. REPORTS ON SEVERAL ITEMS LISTED BELOW INDICATED 
LITTLE OR NO PROGRESS SINCE THE LAST NADEEC MEETING. PAGE 
AND PARAGRAPH NOTATION ARE KEYED TO REF B. LACK OF PROGRESS

3. ITEM 5, SOFTWARE DOCUMENTATION MAINTENANCE . MAINTENANCE 
AND UPDATING OF SOFTWARE FILES (17 TONS OF TAPES, ETC) 

HANDLED BY CONTRACT THROUGH APRIL 1975. SECOND UPDATE DUE 
IN FALL 1975. ANOTHER CONTRACT NEEDED. WORK COULD BE 
PERFORMED BY FOUR ADDITIONAL PEOPLE ON NATO PROGRAMMING 
CENTER (NPC) STAFF. CHAIRMAN ASKED NATIONS IF THEY COULD 
PROVIDE MILITARY PERSONNEL ON A ONE-TERM-ONLY BASIS. 
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COMMITTEE INDORSED REQUIREMENT FOR WORK TO BE DONE EITHER 
BY CONTRACT OR BY AUGMENTED STAFF AT NPC. 
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CSAF WASHDC 
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4. ITEM 6, DATALINK STAND ARDS-APPLICATION TO NADGE. 

MCCISWG SUB GROUP 2 HAS DRAFTED STATEMENT OF MILITARY RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF DATA LINK STANDARDS. COMMMITTEE 
NOTED NEED FOR NATO POLICY STATMENT ON INTER- 
OPERABILITY OF DATA LINKS AS GUIDLINE FOR INITIATIVES IN 

VARIOUS NATO COMMITTEES. FRANCE URGED NOT TO CHANGE PRESENT 
LINK 1 PROGRAM AND 8-SERIES MESSAGES UNTIL CHANGE IS JUNST- 
FIED ON WIDEST PROSSIBLE BASIS. 

5. ITEM 8, AD HOC WORKING GROUP (AHWG) ON PROCEDURES- 
INTERIM REPORT. COMMITTEE ACCEPTED IN PRINCIPLE THE 
APPROACH OF AHWG, WHICH MUST NOW DEVELOP PROCEDURES AND 
TIME SCALES FOR ACTIONS. DISCUSSED AT LENGTH WHETHER 
WORKING GROUP TO SCREEN NADGE RELATED REQUIREMENTS IN 
INFRASTRUCTURE AND MILITARY BUDGETS SHOULD WORK FOR 

THE BUDGET COMMITTEES OR NADEEC. CHAIRMAN WILL DISCUSS FURTHER WITH 
BUDGET COMMITTEES AND SHAPE IN DEVELOPING/REFINING PROCEDURES. 
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6. ITEM 9. MILITARY COMMITTEE WORKING GROUP ON COMMON 
FUNDED EARLY WARNING AND NADGE COST SHARING ARRANGEMENTS. 

THIS WG HAS PRODUCED ITS SECOND WORKING DRAFT AND WILL 
BRIEF NADEEC AT NEXT MEETING ON RECOMMENDED PRO-RATA 
SHARES OF NATIONS. 

7. ITEM 10, AIR DEFENSE SYSTEMS DIRECTORATE (ADSD). 

BECAUSE OF LIMITATION ON STAFFING THIS NEW INTERNATIONAL 
STAFF ACTIVITY, CHAIRMAN SUGGESTED THAT NATIONS AT LEAST 
AGREE IN PRINCIPLE TO CONTRIBUTING SERVICES OF NATIONAL 
EXPERTS TO AUGMENT THE ADSD FOR TWO YEARS. SOME REPS WOULD 
AGREE, BUT SEVERAL OPPOSED ON BASIS THAT , EVEN IF THEY 
APPROVED IN PRINCIPLE, THEIR NATIONS WOULD NOTCONTRIBUTE. 

BELGIUM OFFERED TO FURNISH ONE SUCH EXPERT, WHICH CHAIRMAN 
GRATEFULLY ACCEPTED. 

COMMENT. WHILE WITHOUT INSTRUCTIONS, US REP TENTATIVELY 
ASSOCIATED HIMSELF WITH THOSE WHO COULD NOT APPROVE IN 
PRINCIPLE, BUT WOULD NOT OBJECT TO OTHERS FURNINSHING 
EXPERTS. REQUEST WASHINGTON GUIDANCE. END COMMENT. 

7. ITEM 11, POSSIBLE INTRODUCTION OF AWACS-IMPACT ON 
NADGE SYSTEM. CHIEF OF NATO AW ACS PROGRAMM OFFICE( AIR 
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COMMODORE SERIMGEOUR, UK) BRIEFED THE COMMITTEE ON PLANS FOR 
POSSIBLE INTRODUCTION OF AWACS TO NATO, GIVING MEMBERS BACK- 
GROUND FOR SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSION AT SEPTEMBER NADEEC MEETING 
ON COORDINATION OF AWACS WITH NADGE. 

8. ITEM 7, EARLY WARNING RADARS-LONG TERM REPLACEMENT 
REQUIREMENTS. CHAIRMAN CONDUCTED DISCUSSION OFF-THE-RECORD 
TO ENCOURAGE FRANK EXCHANGE OF IDEAS. THERE ARE 16 NATO 
EARLY WARNING (EW) RADAR STATIONSTO BE INTEGRATED INTO 
NADGE. SHAPE TECHNICAL CENTER IS CONDUCTING A STUDY OF EW 
RADARS, EXPECTS TO HAVE RESULTS IN MID- 1976. THREAT AND 
EXISTING CAPABILITIES OF OTHER NADGE RADARS SHOULD BE 
CONSIDERED IN DEVELOPING BASIS FOR REQUIREMENT FOR EW 
REPLACEMENTS. NEW TECHNIQUES AND CRITERIA MAY ALTER 
PICTURE. CHAIRMAN ASKED IF ANY NATIONS COULDSUPPLEMENT 
NADGE WITH NATIONALAIR DEFENSE RADARS TO IMPROVE OVERALL 
INTEGRATED AIR DEFENSE SYSTEM AND ELIMINATE DEFICIENCIES 
IN SURVEILLANCE COVERAGE. ITEM WILL BE DISCUSSED FURTHER 
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AT NEXT MEETING. MISSION COMMENT. CAN US MAKE ANY SUCH 
CONTRIBUTION? END COMMENT
